ONE of Governor Sm ith’s favorite campaign topics is water 
power conservation and management. 
He maintains that the 
sources of water power and the generating plants should be owned 
by the State, says the Minneapolis Journal. 
Exhibiting the same vagueness and lack of definite plan that 
characterize his talks on farm relief, immigration, inland water­ 
ways and other issues, he does not go the whole length of advocat­ 
ing complete State ownership. 
Apparently, his idea is that the 
State should merely retain ownership of the power and generate 
the current. 
This would then be sold to private agencies for dis­ 
tribution. 
In entire consonance with his usual wait-and-see* idea, the 
Governor adds that the State “can deal with distribution after 
study and research.” 
Now, the generation of electric current involves, according 
to the best authority, only one-third of the investment necessary 
to turn water power into electricity and then deliver it to the con­ 
sumer. Generation takes a still smaller share of the total cost of 
operation. 
Governor Smith argues that, as the State can borrow money 
at a lower rate of interest than private agencies, there would be 
a saving of value to the consumer. 
But against this must be set 
the loss of taxes now collected on privately owned hydro-electric 
plants. 
And also there must be considered the ever-present dan­ 
ger that politics and graft will swell the costs of publicly managed 
plants far above any saving in the interest account. 
But the greatest danger of all, pointed out by Mr. Hoover in 
his New York speech, is the establishment of bureaucracy and 
th** ‘"'bmergence of representative government. 
■*"' 
Tile'net savings of the Smith public ownership plan, suppos­ 
ing it were efficiently administered, are figured by an expert 
authority to be 24 cents a year to the average consumer in New 
York State. 
But, as Governor Smith asserts, the present plan of State 
regulation is a failure, it follows that his scheme of having the 
State generate the current would still leave two-thirds of the prob­ 
lem without solution. 
The only hope would be “study and re­ 
search,” which is his convenient formula for disposing of prob­ 
lems he does not understand. 
The truth is that the manufacture and distribution of elec­ 
tricity form a highly technical industry that is growing with mar­ 
velous rapidity. 
It is not an industry that the States or the Na­ 
tion should on any account take over, but one that should be care­ 
fully regulated and controlled in the public interest. 
In many re­ 
spects, it is on all fours with the older railroad industry. Neither 
public ownership nor public operation would work out in the pub­ 
lic interests, but would be wasteful and inefficient. 
All of which is just another example of a great economic 
problem which Governor Smith does not understand and cannot 
solve. On the other hand, Herbert Hoover has everything neces­ 
sary for its wise handling in the interests of the public.

One of Governor Smith’s favorite campaign topics is water 
power conservation and management. 
He maintains that the 
sources of water power and the generating plants should be owned 
by the State, says the Minneapolis Journal. 
Exhibiting the same vagueness and lack of definite plan that 
characterize his talks on farm relief, immigration, inland water­ 
ways and other issues, he does not go the whole length of advocat­ 
ing complete State ownership. 
Apparently, his idea is that the 
State should merely retain ownership of the power and generate 
the current. This would then be sold to private agencies for dis­ 
tribution. 
In entire consonance with his usual wait-and-see idea, the 
Governor adds that the State “can deal with distribution after 
study and research.” 
Now, the generation of electric current involves, according 
to the best authority, only one-third of the investment necessary 
to turn water power into electricity and then deliver it to the con­ 
sumer. Generation takes a still smaller share of the total cost of 
operation. 
Governor Smith argues that, as the State can borrow money 
at a lower rate of interest than private agencies, there would be 
a saving of value to the consumer. But against this must be set 
the loss of taxes now collected on privately owned hydro-electric 
plants. 
And also there must be considered the ever-present dan­ 
ger that politics and graft will swell the costs of publicly managed 
plants far above any saving in the interest account. 
But the greatest danger of all, pointed out by Mr. Hoover in 
his New York speech, is the establishment of bureaucracy and 
thf> g"bmergence of representative government. 
— 1 
Tne’net savings of the Smith public ownership plan, suppos­ 
ing it were efficiently administered, are figured by an expert 
authority to be 24 cents a year to the average consumer in New 
York State. 
But, as Governor Smith asserts, the present plan of State 
regulation is a failure, it follows that his scheme of having the 
State generate the current would still leave two-thirds of the prob­ 
lem without solution. 
The only hope would be “study and re­ 
search,” which is his convenient formula for disposing of prob­ 
lems he does not understand. 
The truth is that the manufacture and distribution of elec­ 
tricity form a highly technical industry that is growing with mar­ 
velous rapidity. It is not an industry that the States or the Na 
tion should on any account take over, but one that should be care­ 
fully regulated and controlled in the public interest. In many re­ 
spects, it is on all fours with the older railroad industry. Neither 
public ownership nor public operation would work out in the pub­ 
lic interests, but would be wasteful and inefficient. 
All of which is just another example of a great economic 
problem which Governor Smith does not understand and cannot 
solve. On the other hand, Herbert Hoover has everything neces­ 
sary for its wise handling in the interests of the public.

Cobb; Answer in Disp&toh 
At the board meeting of the Lea­ 
gue of Women Voters held at the 
home of Mrs. Rose Parker Tuesday 
afternoon, it was decided thai sine* 
both political parties are m aintain­ 
ing headquarters in Brainerd, where 
voters may obtain information, and 
since tile only information proper for 
the League to give out would con­ 
cern the technique of voting and the 
laws relating to qualifications of vot­ 
ers, the League could better perform 
that service by answering question , 
through the columns of the Daily 
Dispatch. 
The Dispatch generously 
agreed to furnish space for such a 
purpose and, therefore, any questions 
concerning the business of casting a 
vote addressed to Mrs. W. C. Cobb, 
708 North 7th street, will be answer­ 
ed if the answer is obtainable. 
It is 
not necessary to sign such questions, 
lf the questioner prefers to remain 
anonymous, and it is not necessary 
to write— just telephone to 87 2-L-J. 
It 
was suggested that the steps 
necessary for the absent voter to take 
be explained at this time. 
First, 
who is an absent voter? 
According 
to Sec. 368 of the 1928 edition of the 
election laws of Minnesota: "A per* 
on shall not he considered to have 
gained a residence In any county in­ 
to which he has come for temporary 
purposes merely, without the inten­ 
tion 
of 
m aking 
such 
county 
his 
home.” Par. 2. 
Par. 9 states: “The 
mere intention to acquire a now resi­ 
dence, without the fact of removal, 
shall avail nothing; neither shall Ho­ 
rnet of removal without the inten­ 
tion.” 
In other words, you do not gain a 
residence in a place because you 
work there unless you declare your 
intention of making that place your 
permanent home. 
Your Residence* L- 
where your family resides, and there 
you must vote. 
But, in order to save 
the expense of going home to voti, 
the absent voter’s law was passed. 
Those living in cities of the first, sec­ 


ond and third class— In towns of 
over 
10,000 
inhabitants — cannot 
vote by mail unless they have regis­ 
tered. 
But, as Minnesota now has a

necessary to register only once un­ 
less failure to vote at least once in 
two years in which elections are bel i 
lias invalidated such registration, in 
which case it will be necessary to 
register again.
